With 
tbe Senate really Republican and a ma- 
jority of ten or twelve iu tbe House, 
the McKinley Administration will for 
the first time be nominally in control 
of Congress. 
Heretofore the Senate 


has been a sufficient excuse for failure 
to enact currency legislation, bnt no 
such excuse will exist after the next 
Congress convenes, as the Republicans 
will have a {majority in both Houses.

"With a strong Republican majority 


in the Senate, with » Republican Presi- 
dent in the White House, and with a 
working majority ia the lower house of 
Congres?, even though >mnll, the Re- 
public 1119 will be held strictly respon- 
sible for all legislation. More than 
tbat they will be without excuse for 
failure to act aloug Hues in which leg- 
islation is demanded.' The next Con- 
gress, therefore should be a Congress 
of action. The 'republican party has 
been intrusted with control of tbe Gov- 
ernment and tbe people will look to it 
for results.

Snow That I* Alive. 


"'' A uiosiT curious phenoriiBnoa in the 
northwest of Canada is the appearance 
of millions of minute black insects 
whenever a thaw occurs. 


During tho winter, the snow is, dry 


and crisp like sand,, and nothing What- 
ever can be discovered of these insects, 
but an soon at a thaw cornea they are 
found everywhere in large p»tohe»,> 
looking like a dusting of soot. 


They are generally known as snow 


fleas-opimow lice and .have slight hop- 
ping powers, being able to leap some 
three or four inches; They entirely di».- 
appear when it freezes again, and not 
a trace of them can be found. 


They do .no$ fall with the snow as 


there may,have ,be<sn. no snow for a 
month or more before their arrival and 
are probably analogous to the "red 
snow" of arctic regions.
